The Water Question. 


Pending the irrigation agitation 
now that it promises to ma- 
teridlize in the near futwre—at 
least, so far as this county goes— 
if the land that can be reclaimed 
could be withdrawn from market, 
or the price per acre put up at a 
figure that would prevent its being 
taken up by speculators, it would 
bea good thing. Under the pres- 
ent law a man can gét 640 acres, or 
less, by paying $1 25 per acre, pay- 
ing 25 per eent. down, and having 
twenty-five years to pay the bal- 
ance, at 6 per cent. per aunum in- 
terest, and it stimulates an un- 
healthy condition of things, for a 
great many with small means will 
take up land and then wait for 
some one to bring the water to it 
purely asa matter of speculation, 
thereby hampering any legitimate 
undertaking. Our land laws are 
too liberal, and the State will find 
that she has virtually given away 
much of heft most valuable terri- 
tory. It has been the custom of 
stockmen to select the land border- 
ing on a stream for its entire 
length for grazing purposes simply 
. to control the water, and itis high 
time tliat it was stopped. 

It is but necessary to point out 
one instance to show the policy of 
the GAZETTE’s meaning: When it 
was deemed expedient last Winter 
to spend the $100,000 appropriated 
on the Carson river, certain parties 
immediately went up the valley 
and located 5,000 acres of the best 
land, and took up all the water 
that would have been stored by 
the Reclamation Committee. No- 
body seemed to have protected the 
interests of the State in the matter, 
but all went in for a private specu- 
lation.

Out of an annual appropriation 
of $54,000,000 for postal service we 
expend $375,000 for carriage of the 
foreign mails. But nearly $228,000 
of the sum,or seven-eighths, are 
paid-fo foreign steamship owners, 
and only about $47,000 to American 
carriers. Thus we pay to a Ger- 
man line $1 30 a mile for the serv- 
ice, and only ten cents to an Amer- 
ican carrier of the mails to South 
America. With less mail service 
than the United: States, says the 
Sacramento Record-Union, Eng- 
land pays nearly $4,000,000 for car- 
Triage of her postal matter. Ger- 
many has just appropriated $1,100,- 
,000 to a German steamer line to 
carry the mai!s to Australia and 
Asia, but we baggle over the grant 
of less than half a bundred thou- 
sand dollars for the carriage of our 
foreign mail matter. We allow 
but $11,000 for the carriage of our 
mails to Australia and Brazil, and 
_ $13,000 for mail transportation by 
American ships to Japan. We do 
not pay acent for the transporta- 
tion of our mails across the Atlantic 
in our own steamers, but we spend 
half a hundred thousand dollars for 
their carriage on small rivers of 
the West. The English believe 
that trade follows the flag, and 
hence they make no faces at the 
expenditure of some millions in 
subsidies for ecean mail carriage. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that 
our commerce with other nations 
is 80 meager on the routes where 
it should be gigantic. It is not 
surprising that our trade with, 
Sohth American States should be 
go limited, when it is known that 
in more than one case the Ameri- 
can mails are carried to England 
and shipped thence to South 
American States contemporane- 
ously with mail matter written or 
prepared a week or more later. 
We pay to stages in one eorccnanain, Ha 
of the Union just twice what we 
pay to American ships for rere rf 
our mails to foreign parts, and yet 
we puzzle over the question why 
We are commercially cut off from
